FROM BOLSHEVISM 


America's Generosity in Feeding 


the Needy Oreo as the - 


Saving Force 


New York. Aug. 28. — American 


feeding ha* saved Central and Eastern 
Europe from Bolshevism, according to 
J. H. Wallls or Dubque. fa., repre- 
sentative of the American Relief ad- 
ministration, who has just returned 
from a five months' survey of Amer- 
ican relief work in Europe. 


The Hoover organization, Mr. Wai- 


Us said, had been upholding democ- 
racy in Europe and through its re- 
lief operations had 
stabilized 
and 


strengthened the 
new democracies 


resulting from the war, when they 
were threatened with forces of disin- 
tegration, because of hunger. 


"Chief officials in some countries 


told me with perfect frankness," he 
added, "that the American 
feeding 


had been their political salvation and 
in alt countries even the most cautious 
and guarded officials admitted It was 
a very material aid. Private citizens 
were more downright and positive, 
'American feeding saved tis from Bol- 
shevism.' was their general view " ' 


Air. Wallis expressed OpUmlsm con- 


cerning the economic and polmcal fu- 
ture of the nations, declaring that it 
ia "entirely a mistake to suppose that 
Europe is sinking." 
He said condi- 


tions were improving and order was 
being restored everywhere. 


"In general, the aspect today of 


Central Europe and the Baltic is one 
of recovery," he added. 
'-The recov- 


ery is, perhaps, not as rapid as it 
might have been If men and nations 
had been ideally wise, but IE is sub- 
stantial and promising. Although in 
some places there are distressing con- 
ditions, Europe is rising. There are 
stitr some international wrangles, such 
as TTj>per Silesia and the Fotish-Uth- 
uanian dispute about Vilna, Austria 
not yet adjusted to her new place in 
the world order, is still Buttering busi- 
neks stagnation. 
But the economic 
barriers between states are 
being 


broken down by commercial treaties, 
the railway systems are setting back 
to normality. 


"My investigation in Central Europe 


and the Baltic took hie into Austria,- 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Germany, 
Poland, Lithuania, La'vla and Esthon- 
ia. In aJl of these countries I had the 
privilege of talking with the principal 
government officials. Including Chan- 
cellor Wirth of 
Germany, 
Premier 


WItos ot Poland, President Masaryk 
of Czechoslovakia, President Hain- 
isch of Austria, Finance Minister He- 
segues of Hungary and the leading 
men of the Baltlu republics. I also 
made, it a point to get the views of 
the most prominent bankers and busi- 
ness men of tha various countries. Be- 
yond that, t have- Been labor leaders, 
presidents of ualyersi ilea, workmen, 
peasants and refugees.

PRESIDENT HARDING 


CALLS CONFERENCE 


To Meet in Washington Next Month 


to Consider Unemployment 


Problem 


"Washington, Aug. 2S. — President 


Harding will call a national confer- 
ence, representative of tho 
whole 


countr, to meet here next month to 
inquire into the unemployment prob- 
lem. 


Announcement of the President's 


Intention was made tonight by Seore- 
tary Hoover, who was asked to form- 
ulate plans for the gathering. 


"The object of the conference," Mr.- 


Hoover said, "will be to inquire Into 
the volume of needed employment, 
the distribution of unemployment, to 
make recommendations as to meas- 
ures that can be taken in co-ordi- 
nated speeding up of employment by 
industries and public bodies, during 
the next winter, and, in addition, a 
broad study of economic measures de- 
sirable to ameliorate tho unemploy- 
ment situation and give impulse/ to the 
recovery oJ business and. commerce 
to normal.' 


It is intended to.invite representa- 


tives of the greater groups of indus- 
tries and thought, and tho co-opera- 
tion of national organizations will be 
sought in tins connection. The per- 
sonnel of the conference. Jlr. Hoover 
added, will be made up so as to rep- 
resent the 
country 
geographically. 


The commerce, department is to co- 
operate with the labor 
department 


and representatives of Ubor. 


"While the business 
situation 
Is 


steadily improving,' Jlr. Hoover stated 


some sections of the workers ir:"iy 
have exhausted their sniings oy the 
coming winter nnd they must be a 
matter of extreme solicitude. 
It is 


inconceivable that America, with its 
surpluses in food and clothing-, with 
housing so crowded, and vlth an 
abundance ot fuel, could allow any 
sufferinfr amongst those of our oivn 
people who desire work."

ANAPPEALISSUED 


Support of Federation of Labor 


Pledged to President Harding 


in the MoTement 


Atlantic City. N. X, Aug. 2S.— 


Samuel Gompera, President of Amer 
lean Fee** ration of I>abor, tonifht 
made public his appeal to the labor 
movement at the nations that are to 
participate in the forthcoming dis- 
armament conference in Washington 
to prevail upon their iespect!ve gov- 
ernments to have labor represented 
upon their delegations. 


'Tha proposal to discuss means of 


lightening this tremendous burden of 
armament," said President Gompers 
In a statement accompanying the cor- 
respondence, "i» one which interests 
the 
w orklng people above others. 


From them came the. first protest 
against enormous armament. 


"The 
labor 
movement 
in 
the 


United States, will, In what so ever 
way it may be possible, make every 
endeavor to be helpful to the cause 
of disarmament, but only to the op- 
portunity to exercise a \oico -within 
the conference Itself and it make 
available its full volunie of council 
and co-operation." 


The. labor chief also made public 


correspondence with the White House 
In which he urged President Harding 
to appoint one or more representa- 
tives of Labor on the American com- 
mission. 
The support of thtt federa- 


tion also was pledged to the presi- 
dent in his move to bi'in* about dis- 
armament. 


President Harding In replying to 


Mr. Gompers, thanked him for the 
Federation's support and said he 
wcruld 
give 
consideration, 
to 
the 


recommendation that a labor repre- 
sentation be appointed to the Amer- 
ican delegation, which he character- 
ized as a "very practical suggestion." 


Mr. Gompers' statement said that 


President Harding at a conference 
with him had also "expressed himself 
as being favorably Impressed with his 
suggestion." 


Urged to Itcslst Reductions, 


"The spirit and organization of the 


American worker are unbroken by the 
present business depression and thev 
will coitt'nue to push forward and on- 
vrard,'" Samuel Gompers db'clared In 
an address today before & conference 
Of labor leaders. This was the first 
of a series of similar conferences to 
be held through the United States to 
bring about "complete unity and soli- 
larlty umong the.kage earnis." 


Mrs. Gompers, describing the effect 


of the period of depression on labor, 
said the while the organized labor 
movement was partially .checked, It 
never was driven back to the condition 
existing before the depression. 
"This is the first time tn the history 


of the labor movement,"

"where the men of labor ha\e been 
able, \o a. tremendousl large and Im-

"Let me i»a in all candor to you 


that we cannot in the present state 
of organization, or even at the high 
peak of organization, successfully re- 
sist every ofter of reduction of wagef, 
but It Is better to resist and lose or 
compromise than not to resist at all, 
because if you don't resist vo-i en- 
couragr- the employer to the idea that 
you can't and won't resist."

lems with the United States :md po-ial- 
bly, alwo, with Great Britain Inn, ™m- 
ing Immediately after the failure of 
British etatesmen to iujrce on thy re- 
newal of tha Agio-Japanese alliaii'-e, 
the proposal to deliberate 
on Rir 
Eastern policies and problems by nil 
potters having interest In the Knr East 
caused consternation 


The prevailing- opinion was plainly 


fear of such u, world eonuress. It was, 
according to tha genera! view, calcu- 
lated to decide greut issues vitally coi- 
cernlns the future of Japan and these 
issues oealt with AsU which Jmjun 
tends to re^ird as being "her own 
preserves" There i\aj4 apprehension 
in some quit! tern of rtmuHiiig Isolation. 


There was dismay at the appainnt 


difficulties found in extending the mili- 
tary pact wlih England which has 
even been considered the pivot of Nip- 
pon's foreign diplomacy and ivhUh 
give to Japan International weight be- 
cause iL meant a working alliance with 
a great Western empire. It was, in 
the prevailing view, the ever ^resent 
evidence that Japan was now of the 
great powers of the world and was the 
effective bridge between the leading; 
power of the Orient and a 
mighty 


white power of Europe. 


Many men of Nippon therefore fore- 


saw a danger of nji Anglo-Saxon com- 
bination acting to strangle Japan's po- 
litical development in Asia—a fetter- 
ing of future Japanese actliliy on the 
oriental side of the Pacific ocean.

a jury of French agriculturists from 
110 entries In two agricultural compe- 
titions. 


The first prize, a seed planter from

Delan and his wife, sixty-eight and 
fifty-eight years 
old, 
respectively, 


peasants from Allemont (Alsne) who, 
although their fields were classed na

Henry Ford's success In running a 
short railroad at a profit in these par- 
lous times for railroading and every- 
thing else, doea not necessarily signify 
that all railroads should be run at a 
profit under present conditions Henry 
Ford turned out more cars last month 
than In any month in the most pros- 
perous year Jn history and made more 
money on the cars sold; yet In the 
same month one of tho big motor car 
factorler closed down, and others lost 
money.

Now York.—Charges that New Tork 


state has been mulcted more thun a 
million dollars "eitlertalnlug Investiga- 
tors" were made at a meetlnc of the 
Business Men's League, a iionpurtlsiin 
organization, at Its headquarters, 300 
Madison Avenue, New York city. The 
total represents the cost of the junxets 
to New York city for tt variety of inqui- 
ries for a period of five- years. This 
report was made by Christopher Cun- 
ningham, n member of the Executive 
Committee and chairman ot a special 
group which has been "InvestlsmlnK 
the Investigators'* for several dftys. 


The action was taken upoa the sug- 


gestion of Preston P. Lynn, president 
of the 1 en sue and general manager for 
John "Wanamater In. New York cliy, 
who scored the present activities of 
Uie Meyer Legislative Committee last 
week in a public statement. 


Chairman Cunningham of. the spe- 


cial committee o! th« Business Men's 
League told the members thnt he had 
caused a detailed examination t* be 
made of a Us mass of. vouchers on file 
at the State Capitol. 


Reports to Prerton P. Lynn 


In his report to President Lynn, 


Chairman Cui^Snghnm states: ' 


The committee appointed to ascer- 


tain the facts concerning certain ele- 
ments In the Increasing costs of gov- 
ernment, particularly those having to 
do with so-called "investigation," has 
not yet completed Its wort. It has ob- 
{alned certain data which.'It feels will 
be Instructive as well as Indicative of 
the results of tlte line of Inquiry pur- 
sued and requests leaVe to submit 
them for consideration and further In- 
struction If required. 


In general, the committee found at 


the outset that the number of special 
"Investigations" that have boeji con- 
ducted by various governmental divi- 
sions In recent years has increased t(* 
an amazing and expensive degree. The 
results obtained by a number of these 
investigations are negligible, and the 
conduct of some of them has been no- 
toriously extravagant, so much so BS 
to warrant classifying them as a waste 
at public funds. • , 


The taxpayers willingly support a 


larce number of departments, bureaus 
and offices whose principal function It 
Is to Investigate, to inform nnd to pros- 
ecute and If need "be when conditions 
require or to advise as to economic, In- 
dustrial or agricultural conditions from 
time to time. 
These arc regular of- 


fices, some of. them recognized In the 
constitution as fundamental guardians 
of public, auch as the office of the At- 
torney General or the various District 
Attorneys and Grand Juries nnrt oth- 
ers created by statute and custom as 
public needs have dictated in the 
growth of our Institutions. 


Score* Abuse of State Power 


Tonr committee takes no exception 


to the refrular conduct of these duly 
constituted offices nor to generous sup- 
port of their requirement. Neither does 
It question the necessary eicpenses of 
the Legislature nnd its numerous com- 
mittees that facilitate the considera- 
tion, and discussion of the legislation. 
Nor can the public object to an Inves- 
tigation of an extrnordinery character 
whenever the regular agencies appear 
to have reached n state of paralysis or 
corruption so that they no longer can 
be'tmsted to protect public rights. 


Bat ivhen the extraordinary powers 


of the state nre used for ''Investlga- 
tlons" of Inconsequential matters or 
purely for partisan advantage and Hie 
funds of. th* state nre frittered nwny 
In order to give a holiday at public ex- 
pense to officials of high or low de- 
gree the government that encourages 
this fashion Is brought Into disrepute, 
the powers of thp stntt1 are unwarrnnt- 
!»bly abused and public confidence is 
alienated. 
The abuse of this power 


lends to weaken what should be one 
of the strongest nnd moat effective re- 
sorts of the people in a real emergency. 


A brief review of the activities of 


the Slate Legislature in this respect Is 
submitted for consideration in this re- 
port. 


During the past five yenrs tlte State 
jgHJiUure has crentcd no less than 


2T estrnordlnary Investigating com- 
mittees, composed of its own tncmbws, 
to investigate nl! sorts of subjects from 
the size of automobile headlights to 
the sale of chickens and the house of 
refuca for women.

The expense tn dnte of thfise 27 ex- 


traordinary" legislative 
Investigating: 


committees has been more than $1.- 
000,000. paid out of the State Treas- 
ury. Nearly all of tho accounts are 
still open, with many thousands more 
of expenses In sight nnd being paid 
from day to day. The. cost of prtntfng 
the reports of these committees. In ad- 
dition, will total over $95,000, with 
many thousands of pages not yet pnld 
for and much more Dot even composed 
or sent to the printers. Tour commit- 
lee tins ascertained that more than 
§1,100.000 has been thus Incurred in 
all. With New York city paying practi- 
cally 70 POT cent of this, the question 
naturally arises. What has the money 
been spent for and what ho* b*en the 
return? 


Without £0lnj? Into details, tt Is no- 


torious thnt dcsljmntlon to mernbcr- 
ahlp on Boron of these committees has 
been rejtnrdcd as very desirable "PflP'1 
for thrifty up-siate members of the 
Legislature. 
They have bad their 


traveling and hotel expenses rmld from 
one end of the state to the other. 
They have been able to rear-- at the 
most expensive New York city hotels 
and to charge their hilts to the "Inves- 
tigation." They have even entertained 
visitors and guests from their own 
home towns as a part of the cost of 
their Inquiries. One of Iho most poln- 
ftil tfrandnlH in recent j-rnrs was that 
resulting from an examination of ccr- 


tain bills of one of tltc most costly and 
least productive legislative commit- 
tees. This committee "pro-rated" its 
expenses at the Bllttnore by charging 
up visitors to members who did not 
happen to be In town or occupying their 
respective suites of rooms on the Ouy 
when the entertainment happened to 
be unusually lavish. These facts were 
ascertained by a Grttnd Jury in New 
York county and resulted In at least 
one Indictment, 


The avowed object of tlds commit- 


too was an "investigation" of public 
sen-Ice conditions. 
The "Investiga- 


tion" extended over several recesses 
of the Legislature, and the InKt state 
of the public service Is worse than the 
fti-it. However, the State has paid the 
bills, and the total "to date." with the 
account sfltl opeu, Is $103,^17.27. 


"EnUrUlnmctit" Expense) 


This sum, like numerous others, 


should properly be entitled "Legisla- 
tive Entertainment Accounj tor ]Cx- 
penses of Out of Town Lawmakers In 
New York Ctty." The chairman of 
that committee resided In Mlddieport. 
Niagara County, New Tork, In 1P15 
and 1916 the Legislature created a 
"Joint Legislative Committee to In- 
vestisate the Public or Governmental 
Commons of New £ork City."- This 
committee was headed by Klon tt. 
Brown of Watertown, New York, then 
Iwider of the Senate and nov counsel 
for the "Joint Legislative Committee 
to Investigate the Affairs of New 
York Cfty." 
The 
first 
committee, 


known as the "Brown committee." re- 
ceive* appropriations of f30,000 from 
the Legislature, and the account, "still 
open" on the books of the State Treas- 
urer, shows expenditures of $43,900.23. 
The state printing bill for tlie report 
of that exwnmlttee was only $1,335.13, 
but the cost to New York ctty was very 
much higher. 


The principal measure Introduced by 


the chairman of thnt committee as a 
result of that "investigation" was tlie 
so-colled "Pay-as-Tou-Go Law," -which 
has been practically repealed by sub- 
sequent 
legislatures, 
composed 
of 


members of Mr, Brown's party, be- 
cause it was unworkable. Other bills 
ottered by Chairman Krown were re- 
jected by tho Legislature because the 
members of Ills own party from tlie 
city showed they were Impracticable. 
It may be worth noting that the new 


•Meyer Committee," which contains a 
number of up-State lawmakers, In ad- 
dition to its up-State counsel and oth- 
er employees from outside' of this city, 
starts oit with an appropriation of dou- 
ble that allowed the Brown Commit- 
tee. 
It lias already expends-1 more 


than 920,000, without inciuding conn- 
set fe«3, nnd Its results to dfxte seem 
to be Just as productive as its prede- 
cessor committee—namely, nothing.

Chemistry society asserts that "Qer- 
roaa science, adopting a tvar policy In 
days of peace, has placed a ban upon 
the exportation of certain books re- 
lating to processes for handling wood 
pulp and other forma ~f cellulose," 
Si>enldng of Gorman eecretlvQieu on 
her new discoveries end foramina, Dr. 
Harold Hibbert, chairman of tbe cel- 
lulose section of the society, raid b* 
hod proof that German publishers were 
withholding books from for '?nera. 


The Important port played by cot- 


ton during the recent war," said Doctor 
Hlbbert, "»• « source of high explosives 
of which guacottda Is the base, la too 
well known to cult for special com- 
ment, It should be pointed .put how- 
ever, that a satisfactory nitre-cellulose. 
or (roncotton, can also be mntlft from 
wood pulp. Thus, a thorough under- 
standing of the chemical and physical 
properties of wood cannot but be re- 
Carded as a 'natlooal safety factor' for 
any country dependent on. outside 
sources for Its supplies of cotton. 


Germany for years has given the 


closest possible attention to tbe preser- 
vation tn<) perpetuation of her forest 
resources. A» a result of tbe Intensive 
study of the chemistry of wood sne 
could, In the event of any future effort 
at world conquest, free herself from aH 
dependence on outside sources of cot- 
ton by drawing upon wood supplies In 
Fto'ntid, Sweden. Norway, and In her 
owa forest domain. 


"The need for good sc(tntlflc and 


technical literature on the subject of 
cellulose chemistry has been realized 
for some considerable time. To our re- 
gret, however, It must be admitted that 
we are toctity dependent to gome extent 
upon Germany for scientific data re- 
lating to the cbedfatry of cellulose In 
the various forms of that substance, 
each as cotton, wood and cereals. 


"Does Germany propose to monopol- 


ize this field? An Indication that such 
la her Intention Is revealed la the es- 
tenslve financial support which Is at 
present being given to the study of 
cellulose In the Kaiser Wlthelra In- 
stitute and In -various German univer- 
sities and forestry and textile schools. 
The Germans have In the last few 
month? also started a new magazine 
devoted to paper. 


"Another and very siffnlficnnt evl- 


.jence of her Intent la the restriction 
she has placed on the exportation of 
certain scientific books dealing with 
cellulose chemistry. It la cow Impos- 
sible to buy »uch textbooks from Ger- 
man publishers without signing a state- 
ment In which tbe purchaser agrees 
not to transport the book outside of 
Germany. For Instance, an application 
for a cop? of Schwolbe's Textbook on 
Cellulose Chemistry was made by an 
American professor through a well- 
known German publishing house. Tho 
application was met with the demand 
for a •written promleo that the bofl)£ 
would not be taken out of Germany,

Washington.—Aftor having discov- 


ered and unearthed ancient ittul for- 
gotten cities 'that once were the cen- 
ter 
of America's clvl fixation, 
and 


utter having begun to recover the an- 
cient learning .for the Maya people 
from their Jadian descendants, the 
Carnegie Institution Central American 
expedition for 10-1, which penetrated 
the region of Guatemala, in the de- 
partment of I'eten, at the base of tb« 
Yucatan peatjjsulu, has returued to 
this city. 


The expedition, under the direction 


of Dr. £>ylvu.ntis O. Slorley, associate 
In American archeology of the Insti- 
tution, loft Washington oarly In Jauu- 
ury. The olher Investigators werft Dr. 
<J. B. Gutbe and. William Gates, both 
research associates of the Institution. 


The activities of the field season 


consisted of the exploration of the 
forests of northern Peten in search for 
new centers of this ancient civiliza- 
tion under the direction of Doctor 
MorJey, the excavation of, Tayasal. the 
last lUa (a ilaya tribe) capital, lo- 
cated upon un Island In the Lake of 
Peten Itza, In northern central Peten, 
by Doctor Guthe, and a first-hand 
study of the 'llaya language as spok- 
en today In northern British Honduras, 
ana also by the Quiche, a Maya tribe 
living la lie Itlghlaads of Guatemala, 
by Mr. Gates.

Unearth Ancient CHIe*. 


Following along the chicle (the sub- 


stance from \rhlch chewing gnm U 
made) trails which traverse this re- 
gion, Doctor Morley's party discovered 
several n«w cities dorjng the; course of. 
the field season, in tvhat appears to 
have been the very; ieart of the old 
Maya empire. 


Doctor Guthe's excfivattons nt Tay- 


asat proved eauoliy fruitful. The prln* 


plaza of that city was located, 
the wort of clearing away the 


and fallen masonry from the 


principal structures was commenced. 


The peninsula of Yucatan juts up 


Into the Gulf of Mexico nice the great 
thumb of a giant hand, point tug north- 
wars. It Is 250 miles tvlde, and be- 
fore It finally takes root In the conti- 
nental land mass far to the south, 


Iy merging Into the foothills 


of the Cordiljlerra, It Is 400 miles long. 


This region, a limestone formation 


of recent geological age, has gradual- 
ly emerged from the floor of the Car- 
ibbean sea, anil la now overgrown 
with a dense sub-tropical Jungle. It 
supports. In fact, an almost COD tin u- 
ona forest of mahogany, rubber, Santa 
Marta, celba, clilco-sapote <the "chew- 
Ing (rum" tree), and many other sub- 
tropical trees, which so completely 
covers the country that one m«y trav- 
el In this bush for days ivlthout see- 
log an open space large enough to ac- 
commodate a modem bungalow com- 
fortably. 


In this now desolate and forgotten 
gljjfi there developed 
during 
the 


flrst fifteen centuries of th? Christian 
era the greatest 
native 
civilization 


which America produced, nnnrtoly, that 
of the ancient ITaya of southern M^r- 
(co and northern Central America. 


Here groat cities grew up, filled vrlth 


temples, pyramids, palaces and mon- 
asteries, built of finely carved l!me- 
Etone, which were grouped around 
paved squares and courts. 


Once Brilliant People. 


In these spacious plazas beautlfnlly 


sculptured monuments were erected, 
their sides Inscribed with elaborate 
hieroglyphic writings, setting forth 1m- 
poriaot historical nnd astronomical 
facts. 
A dense population, highly or- 


ganized 
under strongly centralized 


governments, flourished In the region, 
the vnnguard of civilization In the 
New World. 


But In the cou-se of centuries pes- 


tilence, drought, civil war anfl famine 
overtook the Maya, so that when the 
Spaniards landed on the east const of 
Yucatan. In 1851, under Francisco de 
Montejo. the Inst remount of this once 
brilliant people fell an ensy prey to 
the shock of foreign conquest, and they 
were speedily reduced to dependence 
and slavery. Their once magnificent 
c!t!*s were abandoned, vnst sections 
being actually depopulated, and the 
tropical jungle agnln. crept o^cr the 
region, until today these fnrmer cen- 
ters of life a«d human ^tivJty lie 
burled In the grip of a f'ense forest, 
nnd crumbling walls and piles ot fall- 
en masonry overgrown with glnnt 
trees alone bear melancholy witness to 
former pomp and glory. 


Investigations In this remote and 


Inaccessible region may only he car- 
ried on under enormous difficulties. 
It Is only very slowly, with Infinite 
pnlns and at high cost, that this region 
Is bijlng made to yleid Its nrcheolog- 
Ical secrets and th* truth about our 
foremost native American clvllzatlon 
Is gradually being made known.
